THE STATE ELECTIONS. 

The Democrats Boast of Many Gains But 
President McKinley Sees EncouraKe- 
ment for Republicans. 

Ai.ii.v.vv, N.y., Nov. 3. — Koturna from 
the state deuiouetrate that the Itepubli- 
can landslides of the past two years have 
?n reversed, if not by giving a large 
majority for the Democrats, at least by 
ciianging something like 210,000 votes. 
It is evident that the Republicans will 
Btill control the assembly, although there 
will be a very largely decreased major- 
ity. More surprising, perhaps, than the 
reUirns of the State andassembly district 
tickets, were the results of the municipal 
campaigns in the large cities. New 
York, Bufralo, Rochester, Birmingham, 
Syracuse, Ulica, Albany, Troy and 
iSL'henectady elected Democratic mayorB. 

BoKTO.v, Jlass., Nov. 3. — Wolcott, Re- 
publican, was elected governor of Massa- 
chusetts yesterday by about 85,000 plur- 
ality over Williams, Democrat, and 
Mverett, Independent. - 

Bai/itmohu, Md., Nov 3. — Republi- 
cans elected their municipal ticket in 
Battimoie bv majorities ranging from 
•1,000 to 0,000. The Democrate appear 
to have elected enough members for the 
next legislature to give them a majjrity 
of five on a joint ballot, and insure them 
the United States senator to succeed 
Senator Gorman. The state senate will 
bo Republican by probably a majority of 
bi>c, while the Democrats appear to have 
ciuiMired the lower house by a majority 
01 nine. 

Richmond, Md., Nov. 3. — In Virginia 
it is estimated that the Democratic state 
ticket is elected by fifty-five or sixty 
thousand majority, and the Democrats 
will elect thirteen out of twenty-one 
Bonators and seventy-four out of one 
hundred menibors of the house voted for. 

Deb Moines, Iowa, Nov. 3.— Latest 
returns for the legislative tickets give 
Republicans '10 out of the 50 senators and 
(il out of 100 representatives. Shaw, 
Rppublican, will be governor.

THE NEW YORK PRESS. 

Organs of the Several Parties State Tlieir 
Views of the Results, 

Ni:w YouK, Nov; 3.— Concerning the 
result of the mayoralty contest the Her- 
ald (Independent) says : "In the good 
old American way the people will accept 
the result of the polls as their own do 
ings. If they have been wise their ac- 
tion will reap its reward. If they have 
ommitted a folly they have themBelvea 
to blame and consequently will have to 
bear the evil." 

The Tribune (Low)— "The Tribune 
never concealed from its readers its ap- 
prehension that Tammany would win, 
but believed the faithfully declared can- 
didacy of Seth Low offered the only 
chance of escaping defeat. It hoped, and 
fora time believed, that General 'i'riicy 
would finally refuse to bear the burden 
of discredit and condemnation which 
must be his portion for the rest ot hie 
life. He chose otherwise and consented 
to betray and be belied, not realizing, as 
we prefer to believe, the full nature of 
the consequences of his course." 

The Press (Tracy)—" Here in Greater 
New York the story of Chicago disunion 
has been reflected ; the anti-Tammany 
forces have met disaster in precieely the 
same way that honest government fell 
at Ciiicago. The Citizens' Union move- 
ment ended in smoke. Its pledged vote 
of 1-10,000 citizens of New York county 
melted nearly to one-half.

Vancouver, Nov, 3. — (Special)— A 

terrific boiler explosion took place at 
12; }0 to-day, while the power had been 
turned ofT for ten minutes to adjust 
some portion of the machinery iu the 
Royal City mills, and in two seconds tho 
engine room waa a heap of steaming 
ruins. Fortunately it was the men's 
dinner time, and but three men were 
buried in the wreck, Four workmen 
were in the boiler room, and their 
escape from instant death was miracu- 
lous. The blackened and bleeding forms 
of George Sully, a Salvation Army sol- 
dier, George Forbes and George Grilliths 
were carried to the hospital a few min- 
utes after the accident, on boards. Their 
prompt rescue from beneath the hot 
bricks and iron gave them a fighting 
chance for life. In seven minutes from 
the time of the accident the fire brigade 
had extinguished the flames and the 
work of clearing the wreck in search for 
other bodies had commenced. 

The first intimation had by anyone of 
impending danger waa the loud report, 
beard all over the city, and thoae living 
in the vicinity of the milla saw a huge 
upheaval of flame, smoke, splintered 
wood, and iron. The fire bells rang 
throughout the city, and all the doctors 
were immediately telephoned for; the 
wildest rumors prevailed, and not until 
this evening could the actual results of 
the accident he obtained. 

One hundred men were jnst entering 
the yards from their dinners up town 
and saw the accident. Ten minutes later, 
and the fatality would have been awful, 
Mr. Ferguson, the manager of the mills, 
said to a CoLo.N'isT reporter that he could 
give no cause for the bursting of the 
boiler. Several workmen expressed 
their opinion, but it was only an opinion. 
No facts conld be obtained. One work- 
man eaid the boiler was comparatively 
new, built by the British Columbia 
Iron Works only last spring, .and 
at the time of the accident the engine 
had but a moderate head of steam on. 
Another workman said the boiler vras 
overworked. Still another said the 
boiler was old and rickety. The men 
coming back to work describe the acci- 
dent as follows ; 

"There was a great crash. A huge 
mass of iron shot one hundred yards to- 
wards ua and ploughed big holes in the 
wharf, littering the yards with iron 
tubing and splinters. The roof and side 
o£ the boiler house collapFcd. The big 
smokestack fell on the tool liouse, Mat- 
tening it to ttie earth. One man was 
inside and ran to llie creek, escapicg. 
The engineer was walking towards the 
liailer room door when the expio- 
sion occurred. He was struck on 
the leg with a brick, but escaped 
further Injuries. Sully fell under tlie 
almost red-hot iron plate. His clothes 
caught fire and his fieah was burning: 
when a fellow-workman seized the plate 
and lifted it off, burning his hands terri- 
bly. The fourth man in the boiler-room 
wils J. Martin. He was etandini: near 
the boiler. His clothes were literally 
stripped otr him with the concussion but 
he escaped without a scratch. 

Latest information is to the ell'ect that 
Forbes will probably die. Pliilips has 
been taken houieaud will recover. Sully 
is seriously burned and scalded. Forbes 
has a compound fracture of the leg and 
ia very badly burned.

Madhid, March 3.— Senator Salvini 
has written a letter to the newspapers 
here in reply to the article on the Cuban 
qttestion published in an American 
magazine, of which Mr. Hannia Taylor, 
the former United States minister to 
Spain, is the author. The eenor says : 
" I am astonished at Mr. Taylor's article 
in an impjrtant American review." 
Continuing, the senator proceeds to tell 
the followinR story : 

"I met Mr. Taylor last April in a street 
ol Madrid, and though out of prudence I 
aaked' him nothing, he eaid : * Spain 
mast not suppresB the Oubah inearrec- 
tion by force uf arms alono. She must 
carry oat reforms.' He did not mention 
a word about autonomy, but he added : 
'Peace will then follow immediately. 
Spain has ii friend in the White Houae 
whose powers are on the eve of expirinij, 
and Hhe oiitjlit to profit by the opportun- 
ity to obtain peace speedily, for whoever 
succeeds him he is certain to be less fav- 
orable to Spain than is President Cleve- 
land.' 

"I recognized tlie importance of the 
foregoing declaration, and I hastened to 
communicate with my friend Cauovas, 
the former uremier, who warmly thank- 
ed me in a letter which I have returned. 

" Shortly afterwards the reforms of 
Canovas began to be talked about, and I 
was commissioned to explain them to 
Mr. Taylor and to tell him they would 
be published within a fortnight as act- 
aally occurred. Mr. Taylor embraced 
me saying : 

" 'You and I will brins; about peace in 
Gaba, and thaa powerfully contribute to 
the good of humanity and uphold the 
great interests of civilization by ending 
the war, the prototype of crime, and a 
return to barbarism.' 

" I again hasten to communicate these 
words in the proper quarter. Just prior 
to these events Mr. Taylor, at lunch in 
my house and in company with Gastellar 
and others, toasted peace, warmly pro- 
testing his admiration and love for 
Spain, and expressing the desire to see 
us succeed in the work of pacitication. 

" Shortly after the election of Presi- 
dent McK n ey when it was mooted that 
Mr. Sherman would be made secretary 
of state, I asked Mr, Taylor if Spain 
would not have reason to fear a man who 
in a speech in the Senate had displayed 
such hatred of Spain. 

"Mr. Taylor replied: 'Don't notice 
that, for Sherman as a responsible min- 
ister will change his opinions. Spain 
has nothing to fear in this rpspect," 

In coaclueion. Senator Silvaui re- 
marked: " These ideas and sentiments 
diiler greatly from those attributed to 
him now."

A 
number of incriminating articles, in- 
cluding antiquated swords, pistols, ar- 
rows, slings aiid false beards, were placed 
on a table beside the presiding magis- 
trate. The latter, after the usual formal 
proceedings, adjourned the trial uatii 
to-morrow.

The EiTect of tlie Elections Upou the Busi 
ness World. 

New York, Nov. 3. — Heavy prices and a 
dull iiuirkel wero the couditioiia on the 
stock (i-xchange during the greater part of 
the day, hut on the latter dealings a more 
active liquidation set in and the trading 
hccarne more animated llutii at any lime 
previoualy, prices t'allinjj to the lowest of 
the day "ami roiiiaininf; there i)ractiea]ly 
till tlie close. The low pninl represented 
net ilecliiies niiiiiing all the way from 
point to 5>H iit the latter in au^'ur. 

A ureat niiuiy proiniueiit stocks liavo lost 
over two points on tlie du3', several of the 
gninijers iiml collieries being canspicuoii 
on the list. The priges for Aiuericaa sevvir- 
ities quoted on tno T.oiuluii market at the 
time of the opening here showed sliar]! ile- 
cliiies, and the later reports showed that 
the results of the elections yesterday liad 
aroused considerable favorable sentiment 
amongst the security holders abroad. 

This market took its cue from London 
and the opening showed declines rather iu 
exxess ol some of those reported from 
abroad, There was some buying in this 
market at the lower level for fjondon ac- 
count; tliis proliahly represented arbitage 
operations to cover sales made in London 
earlier in tlie day. It had the ell'cct, how- 
ever, of steaiiyiuf,' prices, 

Sugar was a centre of weakness all day. 
This Stock .jfall. succa.<3ively nyi points, 
closing at thp-roprest. The coalers were all 
very weak on latter part of the day and net 
losses ranged all the way fron; '2 to 1 points, 
the latter in New Jersey C'entriil, N'ortli- 
western, Omaha and St. I'aul, and liurliiig- 
ton also lost over two points on the day. 

'flic Bpeciiil weakness in the coalers was; 
caused by attempts of the continued un- 
favorable" eonditidu of the coal trade. The 
trading was largely confined to the pro- 
fessional element, who are bears for tlie 
time being, and who urged that yesterday's 
elections indicate a growth of seutiinent in 
fovor of restriction of capital and corpora- 
tions. The latter decline in the market 
dislodged some atop loss orders; but tlie 
fact tliat the total sales fur the day were 
only about :i'dO,W<) shares slio\^s that tlie 
lioiiidation was not heavy. 

fhe iCvening I'ost says: " The markets' 
general Iniie was weak "all day and seeuied 
to yield rather ijuickly to any actual 
selling pressure. Presumably the weiik- 
nes.s arose fnnn llie reluctance uf 
buyers to ^'ivi- uj^gressive suppiut 
until they could f;et some deiinitc 
notion of the cleclioii results in the West.

Vancouver Compauies Advance Uie Inter- 
: ests 6t tbs'^Fro'Vince^by'-Legitituate 
' Enterprise', ■ 

VAXcouv£n, Nov. 3— CSpecial)— "The 
' Englieh company negotiating for the 
purchase of the Blre Bell mine, Fred- 
erick Arm, are to ratify the agreement 
in a few days," says an interested party 
to the Colonist correBpondent. " The 
sale is an excellent advertisement for 
the Coast in England. Every holder of 
Blue Bell stock will get one one-pound 
share in the new company for everv 15 
shares of Blue Bell stock. Twelve thous- 
and dollars will be paid into the Blue 
Bell treasury and almost unlimited 
capital will be guaranteed for working 
the mine. The sale was to be made on 
conditiou that the property proved up 
well under a certain' amount of work ; 
the experts reported fevorably." 

Mr. A. E. Band, in explaining the 
ioreman's report of the Athabasca, states 
that the trail from the Athabasca group 
to the Hall smelter wtis very bad, but 
shipments would not be delayed over 
two montlis. They had decided, how- 
ever, to put a mill up of their own, 
which would be runinm» next spring. 
The shipments they liad made to the 
Hall smelter, eight in all, approximated 
.HS.SUT, the total being 1G5 tone, or about

EON. MR. SIFTON'S SPEECH. 

Except in regard to the amount of tlio 
inyalty to be enacted and tbe reservation 
of claime, the remarks made by Hon 
Mr. Sifton to the Board of Trade and the 
large concourae of otber buaineea men 
yesterday were wholly aatiafactory. As 
to the reaerved claims, his observations 
left the whole subject in the air. Un 
doubtedly the plan of reserving blocks 
would be greatly to bo preferred to the 
reserving of alternate claims. The chief 
objection to tbe royalty ia that feara are 
entertained that it will prove unwork- 
able, and tbe wishes of the people of 
thia province would be fully met if the 
royalty were greatly reduced and the 
light to locate claima were confined to 
British subjects. 

Mr. Sifton's views on the subject of 
licenses have the disadvantage of havine 
been necessarily hastily formed and he 
expressed bia willingnesa to modify 
them on being shown tbe advisability of 
eo doing. It ia quite true, as he says, 
that proviaiana would have to be made 
for the granting of liceuaes in the Yukon 
country and at some of the points of 
entry; but tbe fact that aach licenaes 
were neceasary would emphaaize the 
point that the Yukon mines are in 
Canada and would certainly offset the 
■persidtent misrepresentations made by 
the United States preaa. Thousands of 
miners would be influenced by such a 
regulation to buy their gooda in Canadian 
cities. 

Tbe Miniater'e remarka a)>oat tbe sup 
ply of the outfitting trade were well re- 
ceived, but he baa evidently placed 
more weiglit upon the allegations made 
to him than they were worth. There ia 
no doubt aa to the ability of Britiab Col- 
umbia merchants to supply everything 
that miners need and to pack it in tbe 
best form. 

His statementa oo the aubject of the 
duties were all that could be desired. He 
has aflirined in the most positive way 
that duties will be rigidly collected, and 
baa subatantially said that the exemp 
lion will l)B abrogated after the begin- 
ning of the year. Thia is of very great 
importance. It will be eorrowful news 
for our friends down on the Sound, but 
they will have to put up with it. Tlie 
result of this declaration may be an 
agitation for the reacinding of the order 
of the United Slatea treasury making 
Dyea a sub-port ; but by the time spring 
opens there will be a route over which 
United Statea cuBtoma can exercise no 
jurisdiction, and it will be an eaay mat- 
ter, if necessary, to cloae the trails. 
Canilda baa the whip hand in this mat- 
ter and ahould not heaitato to uao it. 

That Mr. Sifton fully appreciatea the 
importance of an all-Canadian route, 
that he is warmly in favor of such a route 
and that he will do everything in bia 
power to secure the opening of auoh a 
route is beyond all question. His Ian 
guage on this subject waa in the highest 
degree satisfactory. He ia as enthusias 
tic over it aa any Britiah Columbian. 

On subjects other than those relating 
to the Yukon, his observations wore sat- 
isfactory as far as they went. He will 
favor the extenaioa of cabinet repre- 
sentation to Britiah Columbia ; he will 
do bis best to settle the Songhees re- 
serve matter. Of course, these are very 
general statements, which will bo met 
by a perfunctory interest in the two 
subjects: but it is a distinct advantage 
that these matters have been pressed up- 
on his consideration and that he has had 
an opportunity of seeiiiKhow very much 
in earnest the people' of Victoria are 
abi'iitiem. 

le thing must have impreased itself 
upon Mr. Sifton, and that is tbe absolute 



unity of the people of Victoria upon 
theae topics. There is no politics in thia 
matter. There is hardly a difTorence of 
opinion upon a single point. This thing 
touches all our pockets and it alao in a 
sense touches our national pride. Par- 
ticularly is the laitw true of the righta of 
aliens in the Yiikon. Our people feel 
very strongly on this point. They do 
not wish to exclude American citizens; 
but they do think it utterly unreason- 
able that while any man may come into 
Canada and take up what mineral claims 
he wishes, no Canadian can cross over 
into Alaska and so much, as lift a 
shovel full of dirt legally. It cheapens 
Canadiana in their own eyes that thia 
should bo so. If the United Statea gov- 
ernment will throw open Alaska to Brit- 
ish subjecta, there might be some reason 
in continuing to throw Canada open to 
United States citizens; but if this is not 
done, we say most emphatically that 
every instinct of national pride and 
every consideration of national interests 
ought to lead the Canadian government 
to close the Yukon placers to any one 
but British Bubjects. 



TAMMANY. 



The eucceea of Tammany Hall in car- 
rying the lirst election in Greater Now 
York brings that political organization 
into greater prominence than ever. 
Powerful aa Tammany has been hitherto 
in United States polilicB, its strength 
will be tromendoualy augmented. A 
short review of its history will therefore 
be opportune. 

The word Tammany is a corruption of 
tbe name of tbe Indian chief who sold a 
portion of Pennsylvania to William 
Fenn. The old chief was a very decent 
sort of a fellow, his' name being equival- 
ent to the English word " affable." 
Before the revolution there were a good 
many societiea in Pennsylvania and 
Delaware, calling themselves after " St. 
Tammany," but one by one they all 
dropped out of prominence, and only the 
New York organization was left to per- 
petuate the fame of the chief and estab- 
lish a new reputation for itself, as the 
greatest political club in America and 
one of the most remarkable organi^.a- 
tioDfi of ita kind in the world. 

The Tammany Society of the Colum- 
bian Order, to give it ita full name, was 
organized in 1789 for fraternal and 
benevolent purpoaea. For a time it 
maintained ita original character, but in 
tbe election of 1800 it was found fighting 
on the aide of the Republicana, the pre- 
decessors of what is now called the 
Democratic party in national politice. 
Thomaa JefTeraon was ita candidate for 
the presidency, and he was triumphant- 
ly elected. In 1811 the first Tammany 
Hall was built, and shortly after a 
society within the society was formed 
exclusively for political purpoaea, and it 
is this part of tbe organization that ia 
ordinarily meant when Tammany Hall 
is spoken of. The fraternal and benev- 
olent features of the original organiza- 
tion are maintained and there ia a pre- 
tence of keeping up the fiction that the 
two sides of the club are distinct, but in 
point of fact the whole simply forma a 
great political machine. 

Tammany is far from being all bad. 
Perhaps the weight of evidence is in its 
favor aa a beneficial institution. Under 
Tweed it became notorioualy corrupt, 
and under Croker it was perhaps even 
worse. But it numbers in its ranka 
many men of high character and has 
many good things to its credit. It has 
been somewhat forcibly said that if 
Tammany waa aa bad as it ia represented 
to be, tbe people of New York would 
long ago have turned thrown it out of 
power. The claim is alao made for it 
that it takes hold of immigrants of what- 
ever nationality and inatructa them in 
the duties of citi/.enahip. But in spite 
of these things, and much more that can 
be said in ita favor, the fact remains 
that under no modern political organ- 
ization has corruption flourished aa it 
haa under Tammany, and its augmented 
power is by no means a favorable omen 
for the future of United States politics. 



where it ia wanted sufficiently to make 
its procurement profitable. This is the 
whole matter in a nutshell. If the Uni- 
ted States haa large credits abroad and 
does not import cold, the inference ia 
that it pays best not to. If it paid beat 
to import the gold, it would come. It ia 
quite true that European' bankers, and 
especially tbe Bank of England, can 
usually render the exportation of gold to 
America unprofitable ; but even the ac- 
tion of that institution ia governed by 
tbe laws of business, and is not depend- 
ant upon the whim of tbe governors for 
the time heing. We know that there is 
a class of Ain«risan writers who believe 
every thing, that. joakea gold leave the 
United States or prevents it from com- 
ing in, to be the result of a conapiracy; 
but we had supposed the Times not to 
be of that class. The Times surely knows 
how closely interwoven the interest s of 
the business communities of Europe and 
America are. If it does not it cannot 
read its own stock reports. The moat 
abaurd of all blundera ia that the capital 
lata of Europe desire to see buaineas in 
teresta in the United States shipwreck- 
ed, and aa long aa millions of the vot- 
ers of that country are influenced 
by such a belief, so long will it be im- 
possible to satisfactorily settle their cur- 
rency problem. 



A (lUESTlON OF RETALIATION. 

Referring to the fact that, although the 
so-called balance of trade ia favorable to 
the United States, gold refuses to (low 
into that country, the Seattle Times 
aska, " Why not retaliate?" Oor es- 
teemed contemporary ought to have 
gone further and informed ita readers 
upon whom it thinks the United States 
Bliould retuliate and bow. Jvirope buys 
very largely of American food products. 
Is it proposed to retaliate by refusing to 
export these any longer? Sir John Mac- 
donald once defined retaliation aa tbe 
act of biting off one's nose to spite one's 
face. It is not easy to see what other 
sort of retaliation the Times can have in 
view. We can understand it saying that 
if Eiiropo will not send to the United 
Statea what the latter wants — namely, 
gold — the United States will not send 
Europe what Europe wants, that is 
meats and breadstuffa. This woald be 
retaliation, and it would have the effect 
of making the European market better 
for Canada, Argentina, Australia, Ruasia, 
India, South Africa and other countries. 
It would also have the effect of making 
provisions very much cheaper in the 
United States. Dollar wheat would 
forthwith become a recollection. 

Our contemporary hasjetudie^ tbe fin- 
ancial (lueation with very poor results, 
it has not learned that the movements of 
gold are governed by the same law as 
the movements of potatoes. It goes

It seems that Thomas Peter- 
son, a Scandanavian, a man named 
Henderson, and a couple of companions, 
Fredinal and Warlej', camped about 15 
milea from Tauish lake on September 1(5, 
That night Henderson and Peterson, 
who occupied the same tent, quarrelled, 
and Henderson, the aggreasor, shot 
Peterson in the atoinach and clubbed 
him terribly over the head with a aix- 
ahooter. The other men heard the row, 
but were afraid to interfere, and so they 
went to the lake and reported to the 
provincial police. Special conatable 
Jackson promptly arrested Ilenderaon, 
Mr. Bovan reporting that ho showed 
great coolness and pluck in doing the 
hazardous duty of capturing an armed 
and desperate man. This was on the 
morning of the 17th, and the unfortun- 
ate Peterson being still alive hia ante- 
mortem statement and the depoaitiona 
of the other nicmbera of the party were 
taken, Ilenderaon was guarded for a 
week until Inspector Harper's party 
came along and took him with them to 
Dawson.

lion. Jlr. Sifton, after expressing the 
pleasure he felt at the opportunity of 
meeting the businesB men of Victoria, 
and his gratiQcation at baviog their 
views laid before him in so clear, defi- 
nite and intolligeut a Bhape, Bo iliat he 
could lay thevarioua sabjects before his 
colleagues on his return to Ottawa, pro- 
ceeded to ileal with the topics alluded lo 
in the address. 

He was, he said, in the eoraewliat dif- 
ficult position of liiivinn to repreeant in 
the cabinet that larger portion of Can- 
lul.i iu^ hutween the ^^reat lakes and 
tho Pacilit; ocean, for it niust be admit- 
ted that he had asomewhat difficult task 
when he waa expected to iiave a knowl- 
edge of all that was soIdr on in that vast 
territory and bo able to oiler advice 
to the Bovorninent in the difleri'nb de- 
partuaenta in which theso matterb come 
up, The only poBsible way by which the 
government could ho enabled to carry 
out a policy properly waa for the mem- 
bers of the government to acquaint 
themselves aa fully as possible with all 
the facte and circamatanees of the eoan- 
try and that waa the reason of hia 
present visit. From a residence of 
twenty-one years in the west ho wna 
able to realizo how rapidly circntn- 
Blnncea in the west change— that from 
year to year it was neccBsary to keep in 
touch with the new conditions ariainc. 
Iq a (joneral way he waa fairly well 
acqimiiited with the North West, but 
not 80 well with British Columbia. 
Still he had no hesitation in saying that 
few people in Canada had theBlightcBt 
idea of British Columbia's enorujOMS 
wealth in resources. (Applause.) 

'I don't Bay that lo please you," re- 
marked Mr. Sifton, " but because I 
believe it." lie h&d {livon this belief 
Coniinued. on jiaoe Six. 
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practical forip by Btrongl]^ stippprtizift at 
Ottawa the building of railways in Brit- 

ieli Columbia in connection with the 
mining! development of the |irovince. 
Ho Lad retoKuized a year ago That the 
best means of opening up the Bouth- 
ein part of tlio province was 
by Bolviiig the problem of how 
to aueceaafuUy test low grade orea, and to 
accomplish tliat improved methods tf 
trunaportauon and oheaj) coke were 
neceaeitiea, and that could only be had 
by means of railway building. He was 
glad to knoT/ that such a railway would 
fioon be an accomplished fact. . - 

Turning to the Yukon question, the 
lion, gentleman said that the govern- 
ment ought to have the sympathy of 
Britisli Columbia in dealing with this 
new and very valuable territory. He 
had known before that there was a great 
Stold country in the Yukon, but the sud- 
den discovery of the piecioua metal in 
enormoua c[uantiUea was of coacae un 
• I looked for. The news came like a thun 
< decbolt, so that there waa no time to 
prepare for the requirements so suddenly 
brought up, and it waa too late to do 
anything towards providing the neces- 
sary transportation faeilitiea for this 
year and almost impossible to get in the 
ftnpvliea neceaeary for the ofliciala ad 
miiiisteriun trie district, who were necea 
Barily scattered over a large country. It 
Wi'.3 in order to become aciiiiainted with 
tUo facta aa to the beat ineaiis of getting 
trauSDortalion into the country that he 
had come on hie present viait. 

There were three routes to the Yukon 
available — one by means of the Yukon 
river; the second by the passes at the 
head of Lynn canal ; and the third by 
the Stickeen river and Tealin lake. Be- 
fore he had started from Ottawa he had 
Bent a surveyor over the Chilkat pasa 
nndDalton trail, and a preliminary re- 
port Iiad been received. He would also 
hare complete reports on the Ohilkoot 
and White i'ass trails. Mr. W. T. Jen- 
niaga, a very able aurveyor, and others 
had been examining the Stickeen river 
district and Telegraph creek trail, and 
when that gentleman got back to Toron- 
to and received the reports of his assist- 
ants he would have accurate information 
of the river, the coat oi building a rail- 
way, and other necessary data. Tests 
were alao being made of the navigability 
of the Hootalinqiia river. He waa not; 
ill a position to say now what route 
would be selected or how much money 
tiie Dominion government would give in 
aid of it, but he was prepar- 
ed to say that he shared with 
Ilia colleagues the determination 
to open a Canadian route to the \''ukou 
(applause); not from an prejudice to the 
country represented by Mr. Smith (the 
United States), but from bis duty as a 
member of the Canadian government. 
(Applause). As representing the West 
in the cabinet — and he hoped British 
0)lu:ubia would soon have one of lier 
uwn residents there (applause) — be 
would give his strongest aupport to the 
opening of any reasonable means of com- 
luunication to the Yukon country at the 
earlittft poaaibie date. (Applause). 

He could Bay, after taking his short 
ti I p north aud" esperiencing a taste of 
lue hardships to be encountered, that it 
w.tb ijuite useless to expect mining to be 
can led on in the Yukon without better 
means of communication. If in the 
spring another attempt were made to 
get in a large amount of supplies by the 
Lynn canal trails, the crush would re- 
sult in it becoming impoaaible to keep 
the trails in order, just as was the case 
thia year. He believes that a good sum- 
mer route open for four or five months 
in tha year would answer for freight pur- 
poses. 

Aa to the matters mentioned in the 
address that were not within his own 
department, he could not bo expected to 
make any promises other than that he 
would bring them to the attention of his 
colleagues. 

Aa to itie question of trade, it was 
q iite needless for him to say that be 
beared the dccirea expressed aa to the 
oaititting for that trade being done in 
Canada. From tlie information he had 
oblaiaed, he was led to believe that a 
great number of people would go into 
the Yukon this spring and that the trade 
would be of great importance to British 
Columbia and to Canada. That being 
the case, if his audience would forgive 
him for being frank, he would say that 
he tiad heard, thouetb he did not vouch 
f jr the truth of the statementa, that last 
Hinnmer it had not always been possible 
t'j ;,'ct in Victoria all the classes of goods 
required for tlie trade and also that tin; 
goodg were not always conveniently 
)Kicked. 

.So far as the Canadian cnatoma duties 
V ere conceriifd, they were literally and 
sirictly enforced at the various jioats by 
v,-!;ich the puonle had to ])asa to get into 
tie Yukon. (Applause;. Tlie govern- 
ii;eat would eBlal)lisli posta on the Dal- 
tou trail— there were already posts at 
Tagish lake, where the people going 
through by Dyea or Hkagway had to 
pass — inside of two months there would 
be one on the Uootalinqua and tiie Stic- 
keen route, ao that every road of ingress 
into Canada would be protected, while 
atrong detachmehts of the mounted 
police fully equipped and able to enforce 
lUB carrying out of the law, were at hand 
t ) assist the custoiiia otlicers. In regard 
to liiu 100-Ib pxemption, tliia had been 
a;mply temporary for thia season; but, 
added .Mr. Siftou, 

" I think when the first of .January 
c >meB, you may rely on it the provision 
v;;ll not continue." 

Hon. Mr. Sifton, after referring to the 
luait posts being established by the 
Mounted Police to the Yukon, turned to 
the subject of miners' licenses. He had 
not yet formed a definite opinion on 
these licenses, he said, but ho waa not 
quite sure that the system of miners' 
licenses would work as well as some 
people seemed to think in inducing 
everyone going to the Yukon to come to 
liritiHii Columbia cities first, because if 
H fvalem of miners' licengoa was intro- 
liuced, it would bo reasonably demanded 
that at every poet on the difTerent 
liieans of ingress to the Yukon che ofhci- 
ala should be authorized to iesue them, 
aud not neceaaarily to compel people to 
come to British Columbia towns. How- 
ever, he waa not particularly averse to 
liaving miners' licenses, and fie had the 
matter under consideration. 

The mint was the next (juestion 
touched upon, and one Mr. Sifton said 
Avith regard to whicli the jieople in the 
rest of the country should also he con- 
sulted, nllecling aa it did the whole of 



out, he thought the board could rely cn 
that being attended to. Before leaving 
Ottawa he liad consulted several prom- 
inent bankers with a view to having 
branches of one of the atrongest banka 
in Canada entabliahed in the Y''ukon, 
and it waa distinctly provided- that the 
government would have a jrold escort, 
and he responsible for the safe conduct 
of the gold. Another provision was that 
the bank which weat' dn under' the 
auapices of the goreroment^mtiet pay 
fair value for thet^.; gold, ( and 
give drafts on any cbartered bank 
in Canada. If this were done the 
bank question would be satisfactorily 
disposed of for some time to come. 

Taking up the royalty and alternate 
claims regulations, 'Plon. Mr. Sifton de- 
clared it to be the policy of the govern- 
ment to impose a royaly, and he was not 
able to say that there is any immediate 
prospect of that royalty being abrogat- 
ed. Instead of alternate claims, prac- 
tical esperience shows that the miners 
cannot work aatiafactorily unleaa their 
claims are contiguous, and it might bo 
better, instead of reserving alternate 
claims, to reserve blocks. He had the 
advantage of having with him on bis 
trip as an adviser Mr. William Ogiivie, 
who knew more about the Yukon than 
any other man in Canada, and knowing 
his probity of character and disintereat- 
ncEs, it could be said that there was no 
man more capable of giving reliable ad- 
vice on any subject connected with the 
Yukon. (Applause.) 

Ui)on the Alaskan boundary question , 
lion. Mr. Sifton said ho had spent a 
great deal of time and atudy, and' found 
that the question narrowed down to a 
few points. For the purpose of inform- 
ing liimaelf thoroughly on tlio subject he 
had with him Mr. King, wlio had been 
iiead of the Canadian boundary commia- 
aiou, and than whom no man knew more 
upon the subject. (Applause.) With 
tlie advantage of many convereationa 
with Mr. King in regard to the boundary 
dispute, Mr. .Sifton could claim to have 
a reasonable idea of the question on both 
sides. It took a long time to settle, but 
it waa an old sayinK, said Mr. Sifton 
amilingly, that when a man is too anxi- 
ous to aettle a dispute he generally gets 
the worst of it. He auppoaed Mr. Earle 
would not object to the compliment to 
the late government (laughter), and that 
they did all in their power to get the 
matter settled, and it was not their fault 
that a settlement had not yet been ar- 
rived at. One tiling ho would say, and 
that was that he waa not going to give 
away anytliiiig to which Canada was en- 
titled. (Applause.) 

He noticed what was eaid about the 
Indian reserve and incidentally paid a 
compliment to Mr. A. J. McKenna who 
had been here going into the matter for 
the Dominion government. He waa 
himself intendins: to see Hon. Mr. 
Turner on the subject, and hoped that 
some conclusion might be arrived at. 

In conclusion, Hon. Mr. Sifton said 
that he would see that the various 
recommendations were bronght to the 
attention of hie colleagues and assured 
the iiieeLinK that he would retain very 
pleaaant recollections of his visit to 
Victoria.

EXPRESSIONS OF OPINION. 

Representative Business Uen Reply to the 
Minister's Observations. 

Iif response to an intimation that the 
Minister \vould be glad to answer any 
queationa or hear the individual ojunion 
of any of tlie gentlemen present, Mr. D. 
R. Ker made a short adclrosa. 

He explained, in answer to the Minis- 
ter'a remarks about the necessity of 
packing goods better for the Yukon 
trade, that last aummer the rush of 
people was unexpected, but now such 
preparationa were made by the mer- 
chants ttiat British Cnbjrnhia would he 
perfectly ready to handle the trade in 
the best manner possible. He waa glad 
that it was intimated that the 100 Iba. 
allowance on miners' outfits would be 
done away with, as it had been grossly 
misrepresented by the irresponsible 
press in tiie United States into $100 in- 
stead of 100 pounds, and even greater ex- 
aggerations. It was duairahle therefore 
that the government make it known, in 
no uncertain way, that after January 1 
there would be no further exemption. 
It war equally to the advantage of the 
eastern part of Canada to have the trade 
come here, as most of the goods used in 
Yukon oullitting were made in Canada, 
fie was glad to hear Hon. Mr. Sifton 
speak in favor of cabinet representation 
for British Columbia, and the sooner 
British Columbia had that the better. 
(Applause. , 

Mr. Piper spoke briefly on the hard- 
ship of Canadians not beinir allowed to 
take up mining claims in the United 
states, while Americans were allowed 
full privilege to take up mines in Cana- 
da. He did not think that fair. 

Mr. Bannerman referred to the United 
States' customs people charging Cana- 
dian liorsea taken over the Lynn canal 
passes .*.';o a head, and thought tliere 
should be a similar amount charged for 
ImrBCB coming into the Yukon from the 
United States. 

In reply to this, Hon. Jlr. Sifton said 
that to do Ruch a thing would have har- 
assed Canatlians as well as Americana 
and would not have answered any good 
purpose. 

Mr. .\. C. Flumerfelt amphaaized tlie 
necessity of imposing iiiinerB' licenses as 
liroposed in the addreas. It would force 
foreignera going to the Yukon to como 
to Britiah Columbia and would alao give 
the government quite a largo revenue. 

-Mr. H. Dallas Helmckon wisbid to 
impress on the Minister that Canada 
uiuat have a fair show in the sealing 
ouBstion. It waa a moat important in- 
(Uiatry to Jiritiah Columbia, and the 
United States were now trying to undo 
what had been accoin pliehed by the 
Paris Tribunal. Canadians wanted to 
pursue the avocation of sealing in Beli- 
ring sea which liad been declared an 
open eea by the Paria tribunal. Tlie 
regulations now in force were strong 
enough and we did not want to aeo 
them worao. Ho pointed out, too, tJie 
annoyance caused by the unnecessarily 
frequent aearch of sealing vessels, saying 
that such a mode of treatment Can- 
adian vessels should not be subjected to. 
Ho hoped a conclusion might be arrived 
at on the Songhees reserve question 
very promptly and he urged the necoj- 
sity of a mint in Britiah Columbia and 
cabinet representation for this province. 

Mr. R. H. Hall, In reference to the 
mining royalty, said that he had had the 
opportunity of hearing many intoUiKent 
mining men express their views upon 
this question, and they agreed that to 
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raise a revenue by royalty would bs ex- 
cessively unpopular, and boaidea being 
hard to collect would be a hardship on 



be manifestly unfair to have one uni- 
form royalty. In his opinion it would 
be much better to raise a revenue by 
charging a tax for the privilege of min- 
ing. 

Mr. Grant, like Mr. Bannerman, apoke 
of the disability which had been put on 
Canadian horses by the United States 
customs of charging $30 a head on Cana- 
dian horses passing over the Chilkoot 
Pass thia year. He thought some recip- 
rocal arrangements might be made by 
which this would be done away with. 
He also apoke atrongly against the 
royalty on gold. Indeed, he remarked 
that at the public meeting at the city 
hall on the aubject, he had characterized 
it as legalized robbery. 

Hon. Mr. Sifton in referring to the re- 
inarKs of the several speakers said that 
he waa not set in his opinion about tlie 
royalty, but wished to do what waa best 
lor all coni*rned. It would require a 
large amount of money to open up the 
country, and no doubt after tlie placer 
mines were worked out there would bo 
the permanent industry of quartz min- 
ing, but the people of the East had to 
put up a good deal of money for audi en- 
terprises aa the Craw's Nest rail way, and 
they must be made to feel that they were 
gettingsome return for their money. 

Mr.Thomaa Earle, M.V., was greatly 
pleased at having Hon. Mr. Sifton pres- 
ent to give his viewa, but reminded him 
that as all the ordinary revenue of the 
Yukon went into the Doiiiiiiion treasury 
the revenue derived would lie large ! 
enough to pay for the govern iiicnt ser- [ 
vice? rendered in the district, without i 
resorting to a large royalty on gold, i 
While the miners might be ready to pay 
a reasonable tax on their output, still 
they would be opposed to paying 10 
per cent, out of the output of 
their iiiinoH, They should be 
asked to pay in taxes only as much as 
other citizens, and no more. Mr. Karle 
went on to remaric that, as the jiresknt 
government had followed the policy of 
the last government in almost all mat- 
ters, Hon. Mr. Sifton would not, as long 
as they carried out that policy, meet 
with any opposition from tiie speaker. 
(Applause and laughter.) Mr. Earle did 
not think that it would be well to put in 
an alien clause in the mining regulations 
at jireeent aa people were needed to de- 
velop the country. He moved a vote of 
thanks to the minister for liis address. 

Mayor Kedfern, in seconding the vote 
of thanka, hoped the mining reguhitiona 
would bo materially modified. lOvery 
mining man he had seen had inveighed 
moat.bitterly against the royalty clause, 
and for bia part be thought that •-. 
royalty running from 10 to 20 per cent, 
was an outrageous proposition. 

This closed the meeting, and afterwards 
Hon. Mr. Sifton waa entertained at lun- 
cheon by a number of gentlemen, those 
present being besidea the honored gueat : 
Measra. G. A. Kirk, president of the 
board of trade; J. A. McKenna, William 
Ogiivie, Thomas Earlo, M.P., Mayor 
Kedfern.W. A. Ward. A. E. llcPhil- 
lips. Captain .Toha Irving, M.P.l' K. p 
Uithet, M.P.P., A. C. Flumerfelt, A. J, 
C. Galletly and C. A. Holland. 

Later in the afternoon the Mitiister 
was driven about the city by a number 
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Riley, Archer Martin, R. L. Drury, A. ,1. 
McKenna and Major NichoUes. Besidea 
seeing the city an opportunity was given 
Hon. Mr. Sifton of viewing the Songhees 
reserve, now the aubject of negotiations 
between the Dominion and Provincial 
governments.

A r^asty Kucounter. 

Sir ,Tohn Drumniond liny gives, from 
his experiences iu Alarocco, uu uccouut 
ot what the English wonld cull n 
"nusty euconnter" with , a wild boar. 
Tho auiiual had been brought to hay, 
and tho dogs hud attaelccd hiui. VVlify 
tho sportsman was withiii ton yard.i, 
the creature stood wuiting,.blood^stieam- 
iug down his sides uud his bristles on 
end. Says tho writer: ^ 

I squatted, took deliberate aiin be- 
hind tho right shonlder and pulled the 
trigger, expecting to see tho beust roll 
over, but a lizz, a faint report, and tlio 
fiOHud of n bullet falling aiuoug tlm 
bushes tolled my deathknell. I knew 
that the boar would be on me iu an in- 
Htant. 

With faint hope, however, that the 
Bccoud barrel also would not contain a 
damp clutrge, I held my gun flrm. On 
camu the huge beast, and when he was 
within three yards I aimed at his left 
shoulder. The explosion was faint, but 
ho dropped on bis head, then rose, and 
charging on the muzzlo of my gun sent 
it flying over my head. 

I toppled backward, niy legs thrown 
Straight up in tho air, and there I re- 
mained, Keeing between my legs the 
grim monster's head and tusks. 

Tho moment appeared a lifetime, but 
my chief thought was, "My epitaph, 
'A fool killed by a pig.' " 

On he came, while I kept my legs 
aloft. It is better, I thought, to have 
them ripped than to be wounded in 
more vital regions.

Thousands of pounds are conveyed 
daily from tl^e dhief London banks to 
their branoH^establishments in tho sub- 
urbs 01 the cfty. A branch bunk want- 
ing citi h sends a cquplo of clerks to the 
head oliice, tho money required is placed 
in black leather bags, a cab (four 
wheeled) is hailed, the clurka enter 
with the treamrc, and with Hie win- 
dows np ore driven away tothoii branch 
ofQcc. 

This practice bus for many years past 
attracted the attention of gangs of clev- 
er thiove.o, and thou.saJud.s of pouuds are 
often lost iu transit. 

Shortly before my interview with 
Despard a sum of £5,000 iu gold and 
£1,000 iu silver had been taken. 

About JO o'clock iu tho morning two 
clerks from a branch iiad arrived at Oiie 
of thu biggest central banks, iiud pro- 
ducing tlieir authority to receive tlie 
money the cash had been put into bags, 
a pas-sing oab hailed, aud the olerks und 
tho cash sGi!u fiafely into it.

Tho City of Bfitiiiy Onco Coined lU Own 

Tacoma once had a mint that coined 
all of the money in oiroulatioa where 
tho City of Destiny now stands, and it 
did not require tjie fiat of Undo Sam, 
tho silver of idilho or tho gold of Cali- 
fornia to make the pieces from Tiicouia's 
mint poES current among thu Indians 
and tho few hardy pioneers who wore 
blazing the path of civilization through 
Ihj forcHC ou the shoras of Couiuiouoe- 
mont bay, says tha Tacoma Ledger. 

Back iu the early seventies tlie Taco- 
ma Mill company, not being able to 
handily secure gold and . silver for use 
in trading with and paying ott the In- 
dinu laborers and early settlers, hit 
npon tho novel plan of issuing it." own 
luirrciicy, aud to tliis eud sot its blnck- 
Binith to work to fashion for it. out 
of scraps of iron uud brass pieces of 
money, or, rather, tokens, which coold 
be used us a circulating medium. Tho 
pieces consisted of ':10 cent tiad 45 cent 
iron tokens aud bras.s .^1 pieces. The 40 
cent pieces were tdioot an inch in diam- 
eter and the 4:i ecufc pieces were about 
tho size of the present silver half dollar. 
Tho $1 pieces were oval in sbaps, about 
inches long, au inch wide and a 
HiA-teonth of ran inch in thickness. Those 
pieces were stamped witli tho figures 
allowing their value, and readily passed 
ourrout all over tho country trijulary to 
tho mill. Nearly all of this old "uiill" 
coin has passed away, but a few days 
ago William Hanson of the Taooma Mill 
company presented a set of these queer 
coins to the Perry museum. In his let- 
ter to tho niusenui lie said: 

"Tho honesty of tho people aud the 
absence of any blacksmith shop save 
that of the company made tho use of 
this niouey possible." 

Oregon has loug boasted that tho 
"Beaver" coin, minted at Oregon City 
in the early fifties, 'was the only money 
minted iu the northwest in the days of 
the pioneer, but here in Tacoma, loug 
years after Oregon's "Beaver" mint 
had become a historical incident, was a 
primitive mint that supplied the coin 
to furnish the pioneers und Indians with 
all of tho necessities for their rough 
lives. The coins, wiiich are still ]jro- 
served, ard roughly made, just such as 
any blacksmith with ordinary tools 
might make, and as a matter of fact 
during tho early yeurs of the mill com- 
pany's existeneo formed praatically tho 
local circulating medium of eschango. 
When the Indians who wero employed 
in the mill were paid for their labor, 
this coin sufficod, as all the tradijig 
they did was \rith tho little store ruu in 
couuection with the mill. Tho ircn mid 
brass pieces were, of course, passed 
among tho Indians in trading with each 
other, und as anything in the way of 
supplies was purchased by them ut thu 
mWl store the pieces wero fully as goad 
to them as if they bad borne the .ntauip 
of tho goverumeut. 



Changes In Cave Uwellins Animals, 

' 'The inflaence of environment upon 
organisms is nowhere more striking," 

says Science, "than iu tho case of iini- 
luals which find themselves acciden- 
tally lost iu caves uud which miccced iu 
ncnuKtoTniug themselves to the sitna- 
tiou iu spite of its difficulties, M. Ar- 
maud Vire gives some notes ou his ob- 
sorvations in Die C'oniptes Remh;-. ''J'ho 
principal difference m the situation 
consists in the ubsenco of light and ia 
the rarity of uuimal prey. The eye al- 
ways becomes atrophied to a degreo 
which varies with ths species and also 
with the individunl. There is some- 
tinioH a difTerence between tlio two i yes 
of a single individual. The eyes ;iri:' to 
a ei'rtaiij (rxtent replaced by other or- 
g.'iiis (!f sense; the unfeunaj of the 
canipodes become, in some individuals, 
tv.'ice a." long as usual, aud sometinies 
lougertliau the entire body. The t.actilo 
litiirs with which tlio body is covered 
obtain an exaggerated development, ;uid 
iu the crustaceans sometimes even in- 
vade the ocular globo. Heariug does not 
Riom to be accentnated, bnt the seuhe of 
smoU is very .acute, and a bit of fniuted 
fle.sh bi'conies invaded in a very few 
minutes v,-itli a large Odlony of aniiiiuls. 
The organs nf digestion become vory 
considerably nuiiilied in those species 
whicli am naturally carnivorons. and 
iu two staphyliu.s tho mandibles wero 
found to becompletely atrnjihied. Evi!ry 
animal is more or les.s c:oiupleteJy de- 
pignieuted, liut those which Jiad no 
tiaee of color remaining began to have 
numerous little black spots diKscmiuuted 
over the whole body after they hiul 
been kept for a month in the light, and 
these spots wero ]iartif:u].'irly .abumlaur 
iu those jiarts ( an tciiiiii' and ehiws) 
wliicli liail lie( 11 iiccidentally lost and 
were in course of restoration."

Nor Jewels From Famous 
Cocos Island. 



President Barrios' Position— Mor 
ales Eulists the Supiiort of 
Mexico. 



H.M.S, Imperieuee, flagship of the 
Rear Admiral Palliaer and of the North 
racifie squadron, returned to Esquimult 
at tea o'clock yesterday morning, thua 
completiuKacruiBO which, although of 
leaa than six weeka' da ration, was never' 
theleaa as full of incident and adventure 
as any caval man can expect to enjoy 
during piping timea of peace. The log 
thuB outlines the cruise in concise, busi- 
nees-like sailor fashor: Left Eequimalt, 
September 22; called San Luis Obiapo, 
September 26; arrived Acapulco, Octo- 
ber 3; coaled Acapulco, October 4; sailed 
thence for San Jose de Guatemala, Octo- 
ber 5; arrive.l, San Jose de Guatemala, 
October 9 ; sailed thence for Cocob 
island, October 11 ; arrived. Cocoa 
ialand, October 14; sailed Octobee 10; 
called, San Jobs de Guatemala, October 
19 ; arrived, Acapulco, October IM ; sailed 
thence for Esquimau direct, Octnber 19, 
arriving in harbor at 10 a.m. Wednea- 
day, November 3. it ia bBtwcon the 
lines of this itinerary that the etory is 
written. 

When the flflBship left headquarters 
on the Soptemher date given, there was 
an element of mystery in regard to her 
orders which ia not usually apparent 
even in the movement of ships of war. 
It was generally iinderstood on board 
that the primary object of the trip south 
was to protect British interests which 
might have been placed In jeopardy 
by the outbreak under Moralea in 
Guatemala, That there was aome'hing 
more in the wind was, however, gener- 
ally understood, and after weighing 
every theory that presented Itself, the 
majority of ofhcers and crew came to the 
coucluBion that Enjjlnnd had completed 
the purchase of the Panama canal (ind 
that their misBion was to formally take 
poBBeeeion o£ that important, but sadly 
mismanaged work in the name of Great 
Britain. 

So convinced did they become that 
this was the true solution of the riddle, 
tbat by the time the shore lino was lost 
to sight, the coneideration of prob.jbili- 
tiesliadina measure ceased, ami the 
Panama guess was (generally accepted aa 
proven correct — very little attention be 
ing given in consequence to civilian 
guests of the admiral who journeyed 
with thorn, the one introduced as a cor- 
respondent of the New York Herald, and 
the other aa bis interpreter. And yet 
these two were to be the principal actors 
in the most interestine scenes of the 
cruise. 

While the flagship lay at anchor in 
the harbor of Sao Jose duriiiu tlie 9th, 
10th and 11th of October, Admiral Pa 
User had opportunity to viait Guatemala 
city and formally express the assurance 
that British interests would be dulysafe 
guarded, while the oflicers and men of 
the Imperieuae at the same time ac 
quainted themselves with the salient 
facts in connection with the rebellion, 
as tliey then appeared to the people of 
Guatemala. 

It was thia way, end of the flagship's 
ofBcers explained in conversation yes- 
terday. President Barrios had proven 
himself more capable of handling his 
mercurial people than had any ol his 
predecBBBora, thereby retaining the reins 
of power longer without serious interna 
disturbance, and bo managing iill'tiiri 
that he was able to get ior himself a 
million or more, and convert it into 
London and Paris securitiee standing in 
the name of hia wife. 

Disagreeing with Morales, his uiinia- 
ter of war. Barrios precipitated the 
present difficulty by dismissing this 
member of his cabinet. Morales with 
equal promptness deciding tbat if he 
could not be minister of war under I'ar- 
rios, he would make an endeavor to fill 
the presidential chair on his own ac- 
count. 

This waa the way the trouble came 
about, but at the time of the Inqjer- 
ieuse's arrival on the scene Jlornlea had 
not apparently succeeded in obtaining 
any large following among tlie Ciiiate- 
malana. Their view of the case was 
unique, but in a manner eminently 
practical. Barrioa, they saiil, hue rohbeil 
ue Bcientifically, iirul now liiis a fortune 
that Ehoukl falisfy him. If we replace 
him, the new ruler will have 
to make his pile, and we will therefore 
be just so much the poorer. The moral 
was: stick to Barrios, and when the 
Imperieuse sailed for Cocoa Idlaud, it 
was gi'iierally understood that, in Aiii- 
ericnii political parlance, Morales would 
1)0 prorntJtly ''turned down." 

Returning to ,San Jnse de GnatiMiiala 
on the Dull ulti 1110, however, the liritisli 
llayship's ollicers iuarned that a new 
aspect had been given afi'iiiiH tlirotigli 
Murulea' aucceas in enlisting Mexicuri 
support, with which he had been able 
to institatea lively border and guerrilla 
campaign. The fact ol hieliaving won 
for hie canss the sympathy of ilexieo, 
in itself had induced a number of hib 
own countrymen to transfer their allegi- 
ance to him, and when the Iinperioufe 
sailed north on the li'tli, 1 '.)rt Barrios

was reported in the hands of the rebels, 
and Morales mustering hia forces on the 
San Salvador border, with prospecta of 
warm fighting in the near future. 

It waa when Cocos ialand was reached 
that the identity of the Admiral's guests 
was disclosed, and the secret of the trip 
became a secret no longer — the supposed 
interpreter proving to l3B no otlier than 
Charlea (or Edward) Elarford, tiie re- 
puted discoverer of the Cocoa ialand 
treasure, and hia companion, Mr. 
F, A. Harris, of Victoria, whom lie had 
interested in his remarkable tale of 
buried millions. The ialand' itaelf was 
tound to lie 560 miles eoutbeaet of San 
Josa de Guatemala, altboiigh but 280 
miles distant from the nearest land— a 
little greener patch in the green sea 
scarcely eight milea long by half that 
width. 

Its inhnbitanta at the time the Im- 
perieuse first landed a party, were Mrs 
Gerssler, the wife of the German so 
soundly hated by Elarford, and a new 
arrival from Nova Scotia, also German, 
and accompanied by hia wife. Gerssler 
himself ^ya8 nowhere to be seen, nor was 
the negro aervaut who had played Man 
Friday to Harford's Robinson Crusoe. 
They bad gone to the Mainland, Mrs. 
Gerssler explained— Gerssler had made 
away with the negro and then secreted 
himself, according to Harford's quickly 
formed theory, 

No time was loat in inatituling pro 
ceedings at the island under Harford's 
direction, and with the aid of hia much 
diBcnsBed chart, which Mrs, GersBler 
contemi)tuouBly described as "only a 
copy of the one we have." Digeing for 
thirty milliona is fafcinntiiig employ- 
ment, and although it waa raining hard, 
the watch responded with alacrity when 
Lieutenant Lee informed them tliat all 
bands were to go ashore and "dig dia- 
monds." 

The digging waa commenced at a spot 
indicated on the chart and designated by 
Harford. Atn depth of five or six feet, 
he said, a large flat atone or slab would 
be tiiecovered, out of which he had pre- 
vioualy cliiflelled the diatirguishing num- 
ber that it had originally borne. The 
slab was found at the depth stated, and 
there was no lack of energy in compli 
ance when Harford next gave the order 
to dig ten or twelve feet deej)er, when 
the tunnel would be struck leading to 
the cavern of gold and jewels. 

The continuous rain made the work 
estremoly difficult, but it was neverthe 
leaa continued until a depth of ten feet 
was reached with no disclosures. At 
this point the water had eo filled the pit 
that a largo overhanging rock was seen 
to sway, from under-raining, and 
Lieutenant Lee retired hie men juat in 
time to avert a eerioug fatality. The 
rock completely fiUpd the excavation 
made, and more than neutralized the 
\t-ork accotnpliehed. Instead of blasting 
out the rock and continuing opera- 
tions according to the ori&inal 
plan, Admiral Palliser ordered a blast in 
the hillside itself, and this being done 
without reaalt, the Imperieuse turned 
her prow and steamed homeward, de 
spite the pleadinga of Harford. 

The " parting shot " of the fJaeship 
will make it considerably harder for 
those who come next to prosecute the 
aearch, but that they will continue the 
work there can be no doubt in the world 
Practically all the Imperieuee'a company 
are converted to Harford's belief that the 
treasure is there, and when Harford was 
landed at San Joao de Guatemala on the 
voyage hoioeward, it was generally 
understood that he had prevailed upon 
the commander of the U. S. S. Alert to 
return with him and again take up the 
hunt. 

Admiral Palliaer gives a denial to the 

report that the Amphion will now seek 
where the Imperieuae hassoughtin vain 
— or, at any rate, that she will do so un 
der orders. Her next duty will 
probably be, however, to safe 
ijnard ISritish interests in Guatemala, 
relieving the flagship — and there is a 
chance that she too might take a run 
over to the famous island, for it is not so 
very faraway, 

I n the meanbi me, Mrs. Gerssler and her 
two German companions remain rulers 
and entire population of the island — Mr. 
Giersaler, the negro, Gua Livingstone 
and Captain WhiJden having all taken 
their departure for Punta Arena. The 
ialand of hope and diBappointment wi 
in all probability charm them back 
again. 

The American ship Hecla has been 
purchased by A. W. Anderson, of San 
Francisco, and will shortly enter the coal 

cari'ving trade between Dermrtiire Bay 
ami the Bay City.

A Resident of Over Twenty Years in llie 
District Returns South to Spend a 
Well-Eariied Holiday.
